This apt>lication contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application feils to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .821 through 
1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth below or on die attacl^ Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing 
Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Astdno Acid Sequence Disclosures. 37 CFR 1 .82 1 (a) presents a definition for "nu cleot ide and/or amino 
acid sequences." SPECiFICIALLY, the instant application, elected SEQ ID NO: 24 (ITmer) is described as a "CTT-i^eptide with 
additicmal hydrophilic amino acids", without identifying which residues contain these additional hydrophiiic amino acids or 
identifying other "additional" types of amino acids added and their r^idues, rending the type of protein confiising. It appears SEQ ID 
NO: 1 1 , the 10-mer CTT (opening 3mer) "control peptide*' is the base peptide from which the others in this library have been built. 
Thus, the leading 7mer of SEQ ID NO: 24 "Gly (Aliphatic) - Arg (Hydrophillic) - Glu (Hydrophillic) - Asn (Hydrophillic) - Tyr 
(Aromatic) - His (Hydrophillic) - Gly (Aliphatic)" has been added to the lOmer CTT control peptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 . Applicant is 
asked to property describe w^t has been added, namely hydrophillic and what residues, aliphatic and what residues, aromatic and 
vdiat residue, to properly describe the pq)tide. [Additionally, in e.g. SEQ ID NOS: 12-19, Applicant may wish to add in which 
specific residue of the CTT-peptide is being Ala-substituted (e.g. residue 2 in SEQ ID NO: 12)]. Nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences as used in 3 7 CFR 1 .82 1 through 1 .825 are inteipreted to mean an unbranched sequence of four or more amino acids or an 
unbranched sequence often or more nucleotides. Branched sequences are specifically excluded from this definition. Sequences with 
fewer than four specifically defined nucleotides or amino acids are specifically excluded from this section. ''Specifically defined" 
means those amino acids other than "Xaa" and those nucleotide bases other dian V defined in accordance with the Worid 
Intellectual Property Organization (WIPO) Handbook on Industrial Property Infbrnution and Documentation, Standard ST.25: 
Standard for the Presentation of Nucleotide and Amino Acid Sequence Listings in Patent Applications (1998), including Tables 1 
through 6 in Appendix 2 (see MPEP § 2422).
